Organized labor pledges 
support to new President 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Or­ 
ganized labor has pledged su p­ 
port for the new President de­ 
spite Gerald R. Ford’s nearly 
solid antilabor v oting record in 
Congress. 
Ford, according to the AFL- 
CIO, v oted “wrong” 109 times 
and “right” on only nine occa­ 
sions when it came to legisla­ 
tion fav ored by labor du ring his 
25 -y ear congressional career. 
Bu t with Ford assu ming the 
presidency , organized labor’s 
chief 
spokesman, 
George 
Meany , pledged on behalf of 
the 13.5 million-member AFL- 
CIO “all possible su pport in 
meeting the grav e and seriou s 
problems the nation faces.” 
Similar comments came from 
other labor leaders. 
United Au to Workers Presi­ 


dent Leonard Woodcock said 
his u nion wou ld cooperate with 
the new administration “in any 
effort to correct the enormou s 
economic and moral difficu lties 
the nation faces.” 
“You can cou nt on ou r su p­ 
port and cooperation in y ou r ef­ 
forts to bring America back to 
the principles u pon which it 
was fou nded and u nder which it 
has prospered,” wired Presi­ 
dent Floy d E. Smith, president 
of the International Association 
of Machinists and Aerospace 
Workers. 
Teamsters chief Frank E. 
Fitzsimmons, a stau nch ally of 
former President Richard M. 
Nix on, said his u nion is “ready 
to u nite” behind Ford. 
President Jerry Wu rf of the 
American Federation of State, 


Cou nty and Mu nicipal Employ ­ 
es u nion, referred to Ford’s 
conserv atism bu t said “we are 
willing to work with him on the 
v ery real problems facing the 
cou ntry .” 
Labor leaders generally con­ 
sider Ford a conserv ativ e on 
most issu es and althou gh they 
rarely saw ey e-to-ey e on legis­ 
lation they respect his integri­ 
ty . 
An AFL-CIO staff official 
called Ford’s relationship with 
the labor federation on Capitol 
Hill “ex ceedingly friendly .” 
“He was a man y ou cou ld see 
any time, a man y ou cou ld talk 
to,” the official recalled. “This 
was not a man who was 
u napproachable.”

Despite the promised cooper­ 
ation, workers are u nlikely to 
react too fav orably to any call 
for holding down pay increases 
as they try to catch u p with a 
nearly 5 per cent loss in real 
wages ov er the past y ear. 
How long Ford’s honey moon 
with labor lasts will depend on 
what economic proposals the 
White Hou se pu ts forth. 


“In this critical period, the 
President of the United States 
cannot call on others to sacri­ 
fice if one or more parts of the 
economy decide to go it alone,” 
Ford said in a statement read 
by White Hou se Press Secre­ 
tary Jerald F. ter Horst. 
“It is essential, particu larly 
at this time, that all segments 
of the economy , indu stry and 
labor, ex ercise restraint in 
their wage and price actions,” 
Ford said. 
The statem ent preceded 
Ford’s address to Congress and 
the nation tonight on fresh ef­ 
forts to control inflation. 
In the 9 p.m. EDT nationally 
telev ised and broadcast ad­ 
dress, terHorst said, Ford will 
giv e inflation “v ery high prior­ 
ity and ... indicate to Congress 
and the American people he 
will be taking v ery specific ac­ 
tion in the v ery near fu tu re.” 
The presidential spokesman 
indicated that Ford’s v iews 
were relay ed to GM and other 
major firms by . his economic 
adv isers. 
TerHorst skirted an answer 
on whether Ford was seeking a 
rollback by GM, bu t said “it 
makes it difficu lt for him to 
call on others to show restraint 


when a giant su ch as GM takes 
u nilateral action su ch as this.” 
Ford pau sed in his search for 
a v ice president to confer with 
aides and adv isers today and 
worked in shirtsleev es on the 
half-hou r address he is making 
tonight. 
Aides said the new chief ex ­ 
ecu tiv e wou ld promise “fu ll, 
fresh efforts” to stabilize the 
economy . In the words of one 
spokesman, Ford sees inflation 
as “Pu blic Enemy No. 1.” 
Arriv ing from his su bu rban 
home at 7 :25 a.m., Ford beat 
many of his White Hou se aides 
to work. He went directly to his 
Ov al Office, where in the nex t 
three hou rs he held meetings 
with transition adv iser Donald 
Ru msfeld, holdov er White 
Hou se staff chief Alex ander M. 
Haig, Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger and Press Secre­ 
tary Jerald F. terHorst. 
Aides indicated Ford wou ld 
not set ou t a specific anti-in­ 
flation program in tonight’s ad­ 
dress, thou gh detailed propos­ 
als will follow soon. 
His address was ex pected to 
stress the need for national 
conciliation and wou ld ou tline 
the “spirit and the tone of his 
administration,” aides said. 
They said Ford won’t disclose 
the name of his choice for v ice 
president in the address. The 
search for his su ccessor won’t 
be complete u ntil late in the 
week, one aide said. 
With a whirlwind series of 11 
White Hou se meetings on Su n­ 
day , Ford accelerated his con­ 
su ltations with congressional 
and political friends, who said 
women and Democrats are 
among those being considered 
for the No. 2 post. 
After the meetings, Ford told 
a newsman “I’m not ru ling ou t 


any thing or any body .” Other 
sou rces said it was highly u n­ 
likely that he wou ld stray from 
a list of abou t a dozen GOP 
leaders in making his selection. 
Repu blican national chair­ 
man George Bu sh emerged 
from Su nday ’s meetings with 
the backing of an influ ential 
conserv ativ e, Sen. Barry Gold- 
water, R-Ariz. 
“He’s Mr. Clean and that’s 
what the cou ntry wants,” Gold- 
water said of Bu sh, a former 
Tex as congressman and U.S. 
ambassador to the United Na­ 
tions. 
Goldwater, one of the 11 
friends and adv isers Ford met 
with in the separate meetings, 
also ranks high on the list of 
possibilities. He said he wasn’t 


seeking the job bu t “su re, I’d 
accept it.” 
Bu sh’s name also was men­ 
tioned by Hou se GOP Whip 
Leslie C. Arends of Illinois 
after his meeting with Ford. 
And it was among three listed 
by Senate Repu blican Leader 
Hu gh Scott. 
Bu t Scott said his first choice 
still is former New York Gov . 
Nelson A. Rockefeller. He con­ 
tended that the reported opposi­ 
tion to Rockefeller among party 
conserv ativ es is “grossly ex ag­ 
gerated.” 


Melv in R. Laird, former con­ 
gressman and defense secre­ 
tary , also met with Ford bu t 
wasn’t av ailable for comment 
afterward. 
Health care rise 
could mean controls 


CHICAGO (AP) - If health 
care costs continu e to rise, 
there definitely will be another 
rou nd of price controls, a feder­ 
al health official predicted to­ 
day . 
Hospital charges are going u p 
considerably faster than the av ­ 
erage of all consu mer prices, 
ju st as they did before cost con­ 
trols were imposed by Congress 
in Au gu st 1971, he said. 
And the same is tru e of phy ­ 
sicians’ and dentists’ fees and 
the costs of dru gs, he added 
The official, Dr. Charles C. 
Edwards, assistant secretary 
for health in the Department of 
Health, Edu cation and Welfare, 
spoke at the American Health 
Congress and at a news confer­ 
ence. 
The congress is sponsored by 


the American Hospital Associ­ 
ation, the Catholic Hospital As­ 
sociation, the American Nu rs­ 
ing Home Association and the 
Health Indu stries Association. 


Edwards termed rising costs 
the single greatest health care 
issu e at present. And u nless the 
indu stry come to grips with the 
issu e, the gov ernment will hav e 
to do something, he said

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Burditt sees new hope for GOP

“The ball game has changed, we are on the offensiv e. 
“We no longer hav e to defend Nix on and we do not 
hav e to defend corru ption. 
“Gerald Ford is a great gu y and I am prou d to be part 
of the team he is on.” 
This was the new message of hope George Bu rditt, 
Repu blican candidate for the U.S. Senate, brou ght to 
abou t 5 0 workers in his campaign in Whiteside Cou nty at a 
Su nday night dinner in the Ramada Inn, Rock Falls. 
“We are in a new era,” he bu oy antly predicted, and 
declared “We can begin to bu ild constru ctiv e.” 
Bu rditt, a lawy er from La Grange, related he and Sen. 
Adlai Stev enson, his opponent, spent one hou r Friday 
night in Carbondale on a “meet the press,” ty pe of pro­ 
gram on telev ision and not one reporter asked any qu es­ 
tion abou t Watergate. 
The qu estions asked, according to Bu rditt, were abou t 
rev enu e sharing, inflation, gu n control and “other real is­ 
su es.” - 
Su pporting his contention “new and ex citing things 
are abou t to happen to Illinois Repu blicans,” Bu rditt ob­ 
serv ed there are 33 new cou nty chairmen throu ghou t the 
state. 
Social Secu rity has $44 billion fu nded and it shou ld 
hav e $600 billion, reported Bu rditt. 
“There are two basic problems which are cru cial for 
the people who reply on Social Secu rity ,” the candidate 
said. 
One, the fu nd is dangerou sly u nderfu nded and secondly .

many inequ ities are written into Social Secu rity codes 
The most seriou s problem of Social Secu rity is the u n­ 
derfu nding and Bu rditt admitted “there is no panacea to 
correct this.” 
He predicted, “When the post-World War II baby 
boom hits retirement age and the zero popu lation-growth- 
working generation is the contribu tor to Social Secu rity , 
the situ ation may get disastrou s and some older people 
might not get their benefits.” 
“We had better be thinking abou t this right now,” as­ 
serted Bu rditt. The candidate su ggested some Social Se­ 
cu rity pay ments now going to welfare persons who hav e 
not paid their fair share into the fu nd be paid from other 
federal fu nds. 
Inequ ities in Social Secu rity inclu de the fact if a hu s­ 
band and a wife both work her Social Secu rity benefits are 
u seless. 
She will receiv e Social Secu rity benefits only to the 
ex tent she wou ld hav e been paid for being an eligible de­ 
pendent recipient of a retired worker. 
If she had worked and not been married, she wou ld re­ 
ceiv e a primary retiree benefit. 
A single man and a single woman who both work are 
each paid Social Secu rity benefits on the basis of their 
earnings du ring working y ears. 
Bu rditt lightly specu lated this might promote liv ing 
together withou t benefit of marriage. 
He also criticised a Social Secu rity prov ision which he 
claimed produ ced a disincentiv eness to work. 
The ru les which demand after age 65 a person may 
earn only $200 per month withou t losing a portion of retire­ 
ment benefits Bu rditt characterized as “disincentiv es to 
work.” 
The candidate said there is a bill in Congress which, _ 
it passes, will gradu ally eliminate this restriction of in 
come for persons ov er 65. 
He su ggested persons shou ld be able to continu e 
working after age 65 and be permitted to continu e to pay 
into Social Secu rity , if they wish, and also may accu mu ­ 
late greater retirement benefits. 
Bu rditt emphasized “Social Secu rity is not some form 
of relief, it is retirement secu rity which the worker and his 
employ er hav e paid for and the benefits are du e the eligi­ 
ble indiv idu als,” 
In response to a qu estion, Bu rditt agreed it might be a 
good idea to make a stu dy to determine if a nongov ern­ 
mental agency might better administer the Social Secu r-

China watchers see a new sense 
o f achiev ement by o fficial China. 
That natio n has mo v ed into the po si- 
tin it po litically co v ets— the leader 
o f the Third Wo rld o f new and o ld u n­ 
derdev elo ped and emerging natio ns. 
The who le glo bal stru ctu re is ad­ 
mittedly pressu red by this Third 
Wo rld o f su ch natio ns in Asia, Af­ 
rica, So u th America. It co ntains 
abo u t two billio n peo ple. And nearly 
800 millio n— 40 per cent— su rv iv e o n 
an estimated 30 cents a day . To day 
children u nder 15 ex ceed 50 per cent 
o f o u r glo be’s po pu latio n. In the 
Third Wo rld nearly half the children 
die befo re the age o f six . 
Ou r glo be’s maldistribu tio n o f 
po pu latio n and o f hu manity that 
mu st remake itself u nder to day ’s 
co nditio ns o f co mmu nicatio ns and 
aspiratio ns make the wo rld’s lead­ 
ing natio ns lo o k o v er their sho u lders 
at this Third Wo rld all the time. 
Many Third 
Wo rld 
co u ntries 
seem to respo nd by qu o ting Shake­ 
speare: “Since I am a do g, beware 
my fangs.” Bu t they are no t re­ 
spo nding that way to Red China. 
Instead, Peking regards the 
TTiird Wo rld as its o ppo rtu nity . 
; This applies ev en to Castro ’s 
Cu ba. Tlie China watchers no te that 
du ring the last two famine y ears 
thro u gho u t mo st o f China, Peking 
nev ertheless ex po rted 200,000 to ns o f 
rice a y ear to Cu ba. Was the Peking 
regime mo re interested in its o wn 
starv ing peo ple o r in helping a na­ 
tio n in the far-o ff Western Hemi­ 
sphere? 
When the dev elo ping co u ntries’ 
leaders o r few technicians v isit the 
United States o r Eu ro pe— o r ev en 
the So v iet Unio n— they are lo o king 
at a dream wo rld. It is so far bey o nd 
any po tentials within their o wn 
co u ntries that the metho ds simply 
do no t apply . Bu t o n v isits to Red 
China the metho ds are su itable. The 
lesso ns are practical. The go als 
seem achiev able. 
The Third Wo rld, with no table 
ex ceptio ns, is respo nding by affilia­ 
tio ns and relatio nships with Red 
China that hav e mo v ed Red China 
into the po sitio n it po litically co v ­ 


ets— the leadership o f the Third 
Wo rld. 
China’s mechanizatio n is ru di­ 
mentary . So is the mechanizatio n in 
the Third Wo rld. Eighty per cent o f 
the Chinese are farmers. After fo o d, 
clo thing and o ther meager necessi­ 
ties, the av erage Chinese farmer 
nets an estimated $26 a y ear. 
This inclu des his wo rk o n a go v ­ 
ernment co mmu ne plu s his little plo t 
that he can cu ltiv ate in his spare 
time and sell his o u tpu t to the state. 
A bicy cle co sts at least $7 5. If the av ­ 
erage Chinese sav ed all the $26 each 
y ear and pu t aside 20 per cent to ­ 
ward bu y ing the bicy cle, it wo u ld 
take him nearly 15 y ears to bu y it. 
China watchers see China’s Third 
Wo rld thru st as a fo rm o f Chinese 
aggressio n into the po litical field. 
Eight hu ndred millio n peo ple liv e 
in mainland China. One in ev ery fo u r 
perso ns in the wo rld is Chinese. 
Each y ear China’s po pu latio n in­ 
creases by u nto ld millio ns. By 1980— 
o nly six y ears fro m no w— so me ba­ 
by will be Chinese nu mber o ne bil­ 
lio n. By 2000— barring accidents— 
half o f the wo rld’s po pu latio n will be 
Chinese. 
Two tho u sand y ears ago ev ery 
third man in China was co nscripted 
to bu ild the Great Wall, a 10-y ear u n­ 
dertaking. A millio n Chinese died 
and are bu ried in the Great Wall. 
Their spirits gu arded it. Yet it was 
the Chinese themselv es who scaled 
their Great Wall and ex tended into 
the v ery territo ry it had been bu ilt to 
bo rder. 
Since 1858 Eu ro pean po wers, 
Ru ssia and Japan hav e rav aged 
China. Bu t thro u gho u t fo u r millenia 
the Chinese hav e u sed ex pansio n 
techniqu es to make new pro v inces— 
the techniqu e which helped make 
Canto n, fo r ex ample, and all o f 
So u th China, into Peking’s territo ry . 
These ex pansio ns hav e increased 
the area that co u ld pro perly be 
called China fro m the three small 
pro v inces in the Yello w Riv er Valley 
to to day ’s Chinese bo u ndaries. 
The China watchers ev en qu o te 
Mao Tse-tu ng: “Ou r po licy is to win 
o v er the many , o ppo se the few and 
cru sh the o thers o ne by o ne.”

I’m su re o u r ho nest may o r and 
co mmissio ners hav e no thing in co l­ 
lu sio n with the city ’s au to repair 
sho ps, bu t it do es make o ne wo nder 
ju st what is go ing o n and where o u r 
tax es are being spent.

Mo re than 7 ,000 bu sinesses 
acro ss the natio n clo sed u p sho p 
within a few day s o f each o ther in 
May . So me 7 10,000 sto ckho lders re­ 
ceiv ed their first and o nly annu al re­ 
po rt o n the earnings and activ ities o f 
these co mpanies in which they had 
inv ested. Abo u t 500,000 o f the inv est­ 
o rs receiv ed a div idend in additio n to 
their o riginal inv estment, bu t many 
o thers didn’t realize a cent. 


This massiv e go ing-o u t-o f-bu si- 
ness ev ent went u nno ticed o n Wall 
Street. After all, it happens at the 
end o f ev ery scho o l y ear. 


The 7 ,000 co mpanies clo sing their 
bo o ks were part o f the largest y o u th 
agency dev o ted to eco no mic edu ca­ 
tio n— Ju nio r Achiev ement (JA). 


The natio nal learn-by -do ing pro ­ 
gram was started in 1919 by bu si­ 
nessman Ho race Mo ses, who be­ 
liev ed that u rban and su bu rban 
y o u th needed an o rganizatio n to giv e 
them ex perience and insight into 
bu siness in mu ch the same way that 
4-H was helping ru ral y o u th. 


To day , 55 y ears later, mo re than 
2.8 millio n peo ple are inv o lv ed with 
Ju nio r Achiev ement, inclu ding 17 5,- 
000 “ achiev ers” (stu dents) and 
24,000 adv isers in the United States 
and six fo reign co u ntries. 


At natio nal JA headqu arters in 
New Yo rk, edu catio nal, pro mo tio nal 
and fu nd-raising materials are de­ 
v elo ped and distribu ted u nder the 
gu idance o f a 60-member bo ard o f 
directo rs. On the co mmu nity lev el, 
JA adv isers fro m spo nso ring bu si­ 
nesses help o rganize and su perv ise 
the miniatu re co mpanies, which are 
fo rmed by abo u t 20 stu dents at the 
beginning o f the scho o l y ear. 


The achiev ers, who hav e been re­ 
cru ited thro u gh scho o ls, chu rches 
and the news media, meet o ne ev e­ 
ning each week fo r two ho u rs. At the 
beginning o f the annu al pro gram, 
they elect o fficers and decide to 
manu factu re so me kind o f pro du ct— 
a ho u seho ld gadget, an item o f jew­ 
elry , etc.— o r perhaps pro v ide a ser­ 
v ice. 


They capitalize the v entu re by o f­ 
fering sto ck at $1 a share. Then, af­ 
ter pu rchasing raw materials, they 
manu factu re and sell their pro du ct 
to the co mmu nity , maintain reco rds 
and pay wages, salaries and tax es. 


At the end o f a 30-week bu siness 
cy cle, the achiev ers fu rnish their 
sto ckho lders with an “annu al re­ 
po rt,” thu s perfo rming all the fu nc­ 
tio ns o f a bu siness, fro m inco rpo ra­ 
tio n to liqu idatio n and distribu tio n o f 
assets. 


Altho u gh the adu lt adv isers are 
alway s there to pro v ide gu idance 
and adv ice, each Ju nio r Achiev e­ 
ment co mpany is ru n and adminis­ 
tered by the stu dents themselv es, 
pro spering o r failing by their o wn ef­ 
fo rts— with no go v ernment su bsidy 
to bail them o u t.

Fro m 1969 to 1972 state tax es go ­ 
ing to lo cal agencies ju mped 91 per 
cent. 
The rise in sales tax distribu tio ns 
ro se 69 per cent du ring the three- 
y ear perio d. 
Aid to pu blic scho o ls sky ro cketed 
by 99 per cent. 
Mo to r fu el tax distribu tio ns in­ 
creased 30 per cent. 
No t inclu ded in this stu dy was in­ 
co me tax sharing becau se the state 
inco me tax did no t beco me effectiv e 
u ntil 197 0. 
State inco me tax sharing in 1972 
was mo re than 36 per cent higher 
than in the first y ear. 
State aid to edu catio n in Lee 
Co u nty increased 136 per cent fro m 
1969 to 197 2. 
Sales tax distribu tio ns to go v ern­ 
mental bo dies in the co u nty ro se 7 0 
per cent fo r this perio d, and mo to r 
fu el tax distribu tio n was 28 per cent 
higher in 197 2, than in 1969. 
Scho o ls in Ogle Co u nty receiv ed 
103 per cent mo re state aid in 1972 
than in 1969. 
Sales tax distribu tio n to Ogle 
Co u nty go v ernment u nits was 7 0 per 
cent mo re in 1972 than three y ears 
befo re, and mo to r fu el tax distribu ­ 
tio n was u p 28 per cent.

Go v ernment has simply o v er­ 
spent its inco me and like any citizen 
who do es so is in debt and has en­ 
cu mbered so me o f his dispo sal in­ 
co me to pay interest charges. 
In 1967 , perso nal tax es amo u nted 
to 13.19 per cent o f to tal inco me and 
by 197 2 this crept u p to 15.65 per 
cent.

WASHINGTON (N E A )- Secre­ 
tary o f State Henry K issinger 
blames the failu re o f the Strategic 
Arms Limitatio n Talks (SALT) o n 
Ru ssia’s military men. Bu t fo r their 
insistence o n su perio rity , the sto ry 
go es, we co u ld hav e reached an 
agreement lo wering the danger o f 
nu clear war and giv ing the United 
States and Ru ssia so me financial re­ 
lief. 
In this scenario , So v iet Defense 
Minister Marshall A. A. Grechko 
stands fo rth as the v illain. He is a 
my sterio u s, behind-the-scenes fig­ 
u re wav ing the po wer o f the military 
as a clu b o v er the civ ilians. 
It is claimed the army fo rced 
Grechko do wn the co llectiv e thro ats 
o f the Po litbu ro and, therefo re, the 
armed fo rces are the real ru lers o f 
Ru ssia. 
New ev idence su ggests su ch a 
pictu re is dead wro ng. 
The So v iet military men are no 
mo re o f a pro blem to Leo nid Brezh­ 
nev than American military men are 
to U.S. Defense Secretary James 
Schlesinger, who co ntro ls the Penta­ 
go n with a firm bu t gentlemanly 
hand. In fact, so me Kremlino lo gists 
believ e Ru ssia’s civ ilian o fficials 
may be ev en mo re gu ng ho fo r mili­ 
tary bu ildu p and less inclined to 
military co ncessio ns than Ru ssian 
military o fficers. Certainly , there 
are no signs o f impo rtant disagree­ 
ment between the Ru ssian civ ilian 
and military o n arms and disarm a­ 
ment. When So v iet o fficials go to the 
co u ntry side, the co mplaint heard 
fro m the citizenry qu ite frequ ently is 
that the go v ernment may no t be 
do ing eno u gh militarily to insu re 
Ru ssian defense. These peo ple re­ 
member Hitler’s inv asio n all to o 
v iv idly . 
Grechko began his career as a 
Red fo o t so ldW in the civ il war after 
the Rev o lu tio n and jo ined the Co m 


mu nist Party at 25. He was clo sely 
asso ciated with Brezhnev in the 
Cau casian campaigns in Wo rld War 
II. At o ne time, in fact, Brezhnev 
was the po litical co mmissar o f the 
u nit Grechko co mmanded. Later in 
the war, Khru shchev was po litical 
co mmissar o f the fro nt o n which 
Grechko serv ed. 


The data, as analy zed here, giv es 
stro ng su ppo rt to the theo ry that 
Grechko and Brezhnev bo th were 
Khru shchev ’s men o n the way u p. 
Mo re recently , it is tho u ght Brezh­ 
nev backed Grechko ’s fo rtu nes. 
It no w seems clear Grechko did 
no t hav e the fu ll su ppo rt o f the mili­ 
tary in his bid fo r defense minister. 
There was, in fact, div isio n within 
the army . Grechko apparently go t 
the jo b becau se he had stro ng civ il­ 
ian backing within the Po litbu ro , 
presu mably by Brezhnev and the 
Ukrainian Gro u p, which co ntro ls a 
six th o f the Po litbu ro and Party Sec­ 
retariat and a fifth o f the Central 
Co mmittee and Co u ncil o f Ministers 
Stro ng elements within the army 
apparently distru st Grechko . They 
believ e him to o su bserv ient to civ il­ 
ian po litico s. He has seemingly been 
willing at cru cial times to change his 
v iews to meet tho se o f whichev er 
factio n was in po wer. His majo r pro ­ 
mo tio ns came o v er the heads o f su ­ 
perio rs who had sto o d u p to their po ­ 
litical 
bo sses and been o u sted. 
Grechko , willing to co mpro mise, 
mo v ed u p. So me call him an o ppo r­ 
tu nist, o thers a po litical general 
Grechko himself is described as 
po mpo u s, sensitiv e to slights bu t in­ 
telligent and a co mpetent manager. 
It can certainly be said he has pro ­ 
mo ted men with ability and ad­ 
v anced ideas— and bro u ght So v iet 
military dev elo pmentsjo rward rap­ 
idly o n a wide fro nt in a mo st imagi­ 
nativ e way .

WASHINGTON (AP) - Gov­ 
ernment experts soon will be 
analyzing new U.S. crop pro­ 
duction figures in an attempt to 
determine how much of the out­ 
put will be available for con­ 
sumers at home and abroad. 
The Agriculture Department 
prepared today to issue new 
harvest 
estimates 
for 
key 
crops, including corn and soy­ 
beans. based on Aug. 1 in­ 
dications. Those will be follow­ 
ed soon by new assessments on 
how those commodities will be 
utilized over the coming year. 
Even so, the new estimates 
today will provide only partial 
answers since 
fall-harvest 
crops such as corn and soy­ 
beans normally have a couple 
of months to go as of Aug. 1. 
But this has not been a nor­ 
mal season. Heavy rains de­ 
layed plantings last spring over 
wide areas of the country. Then 
dry weather — which really 
reached drought 
proportions 
first in the southwest wheat 
country — has crumbled pros­ 
pects for corn and soybeans in 
much of the Midwest. 
Thus, USDA is expected to is­ 
sue new com estimates far be­ 
low 
projections 
made 
last 
spring. Those were statistical 
predictions based on the acres 
of com and other crops farm­ 
ers said they would plant this 
year. The report today is the 
first by USDA based on field 
surveys and nationwide calcu­ 
lations. 
Regardless, 
prospects 
for 
corn are far below the 1974 


crop of nearly 6.7 billion bush­ 
els projected a few months ago. 
More recently the department 
revised the projection down to 
a range between about 5.9 bil­ 
lion to 6.2 billion bushels. 
Private corn forecasts have 
dipped to between 5.7 billion 
and 5.6 billion bushels. 
Should the USDA estimate 
show a corn crop of around 5.5 
billion bushels, it would be a 
huge drop from the 6.7 billion 
projected earlier. Statistically, 
however, a crop of 5.5 billion 
bushels still would rank as one 
of the top three or four on 
record. 
A major consideration, in­ 
volving a point sometimes over-

looked in the interest over crop 
production, is how much a com­ 
modity actually will be needed 
in the ensuing year. 
Here is an exaggerated ex­ 
ample to illustrate: 
If the 1974 corn crop turned 
out to be the 6.7 billion bushels 
originally indicated by USDA 
projections, and total use — for 
domestic feed and exports — 
was 6.6 billion bushels it would 
mean a fairly tight supply in 
the year ahead. 
On the other hand, if the crop 
was only 5.5 billion bushels but 
only 4.5 billion were needed to 
meet all demands, there would 
be a huge surplus. 
Therefore, although drought 


has meant a hardship on many 
farmers and has cut the oppor­ 
tunity for a U.S. buildup of 
grain reserves, it also will be 
important to see how much will 
be needed in the corn market­ 
ing year which will begin Oct. 
1. 
The most recent published 
figures — a report by USDA on 
Jujy 25 — show that the corn 
reserve or old-crop carryover 
on Oct. 1 will be about 423 mil­ 
lion bushels. 


Those figures, however, are 
largely conjecture and could be 
altered considerably by the new 
crop report USDA officials are 
working on today.

Ev ery one wants to 
go home. They ain’t nev er allowed it.’ 
“Cou rt: ‘Are y ou tired ?’ 
“The W itness: ‘I’v e been tired for the longest’.” 
The witness was Larry , a y ou ng boy who had been locked u p in 
solitary confinement abou t 50 times, the longest sp ell for fou r 
months. Du ring his confinement he also was forcibly giv en injec­ 
tions of tranqu ilizing dru gs— u p to fou r shots a day . 
This colloqu y took p lace in a Chicago cou rtroom bu t it also 
cou ld hav e taken p lace in New York or l i s Angeles or Boston be­ 
cau se the ju v enile ju stice sy stem works abou t the sam e all ov er— 
which is to say that desp ite hu mane intentions, ju v enile ju stice is 
p erhap s the most u nju st p art of ou r entire legal sy stem. 
Listening carefu lly to the testimony was Patrick T. Mu rp hy , a 
y ou ng attorney who has almost single-handedly redressed m any of 
the ev ils done to ju v eniles in the nam e of law. Thanks to Pat M u r­ 
p hy , ju v eniles can now su e for dam ages from cru el and u nu su al 
p u nishment receiv ed at the hands of p rison officials. Thanks to 
Mu rp hy , u nwed fathers now hav e a legal right to cu stody of their 
children. 
Bu t M u rp hy , like Larry , the witness, has been arou nd the ju v e­ 
nile ju stice sy stem for a long time, and like Larry , he’s been “tired 
for the longest.” 
In a book “Ou r Kindly P arent— Tbe State” (Viking), Mu rp hy 
docu ments how the state legal agencies, the welfare and child-care 
bu reau cracies, the cou rts, all seem to join forces against the best 
interests of the child. 
As conserv ativ e critics hav e known for a long tim e (and some 
liberals are beginning to accep t), social agencies can take on a life 
of their own, to insu re the p erp etu ation of so-called anti-social be­ 
hav ior— else how wou ld they continu e to hav e a job? 
Throu gh the tau t, u nemotional recitation of case after case, 
Mu rp hy ham m ers home his contention that what is NOT needed is 
m ore ju v enile ju stice p rogram s. They only assist middle-class bu ­ 
reau crats and social workers 
What Mu rp hy calls for instead is “doing away with the ju v enile 
cou rts entirely , with the ex cep tion of the p rosecu tion of older chil­ 
dren who hav e committed seriou s felonies and p arents who hav e 
p hy sically abu sed children.” 
When qu estioned. Pat Mu rp hy , a bachelor, sav s he does not 
p articu larly like children. It’s the kind of half-cy nical, half-tru e re ­ 
m ark that an attorney who has seen the absolu te worst of the sy s­ 
tem wou ld hav e to make. 
For had he let himself become emotionally inv olv ed in the 
cases he had to handle— cases of kids tied sp readeagled to their 
beds for sev en consecu tiv e day s, of p rotracted solitary confine­ 
ment and dru gging of y ou ng p eop le, of mothers u rged to declare 
their children wards of the state in order to get enou gh food— he 
wou ld hav e gone crazy with anger. 
1 hav e watched m any , many cases in ju v enile cou rt and I hav e 
read hu ndreds of articles and books on the ju v enile ju stice sy stem . 
Nowhere has the sy stem been better ex p lained, its inju stice m ore 
clearly rev ealed, than in M u rp hy ’s book. “Ou r Kindly P arent— The 
State 
tu rns ou t to be not v ery kindly at all.

CHICAGO (A P) — Resolu­ 
tions calling for legalized pros­ 
titution and amnesty for Viet­ 
nam draft dodgers will be on 
the agenda of the American 
Bar Association’s annual meet­ 
ing in Honolulu this week. 
Some ABA staffers say that 
several years ago introducing 
such proposals would have been 
unthinkable. 


But the 95-year-9ld organ­ 
ization is beginning to change 
its staid image. At least some 
of 
the 
credit 
goes 
to 
Chesterfield Harvey Smith, out­ 
spoken ABA president. 


“ Usually the office is an hon­ 
orary type of thing and the 
holder is satisfied just to be 
president,” said a staff mem­ 
ber at the ABA’s Chicago head­ 
quarters. 
“ Not 
Chesterfield, 
though. Some old line con­ 
servatives, I’m sure, probably 
think he’s kind of wild and in­ 
temperate but I don’t know of 
any president who has spoken 
out on the issues as he has.’’ 


One of those issues was Wa­ 
tergate. Last March Smith said 
Richard Nixon may be guilty of 
obstructing justice by his reluc­ 
tance to cooperate with con­ 
gressional investigators and the 
special presecutor. 
A Texas Bar Association offi­ 
cial accused Smith of flamboy­ 
ance. The White House called 
him unprofessional. He was re­ 
buked by letters to the ABA 
Journal. And the Louisiana bar 
introduced a motion for cen­ 
sure. 
Now, however, Smith is urg­ 
ing the nation not to press for 
criminal prosecution of Nixon, 
saying: “ We do not have time 
for vengeance.” 
White-haired and paunchy, 
Smith, 57, grew up in Arcadia, 
Fla. He’s given more than 300 
speeches during 300,000 miles of 
travel and has never kept close 
to the prepared text in any, 
complains the man who writes 
them, Bill McBride. 
He started law school when 
he was 2R, financing himself 
with gambling winnings he 
picked up on his way home 
after World War II. 
He leaves the office this 
week, perhaps to the relief of 
some of the ABA’s 
185,000 
members. 
Smith has cut the length of 
membership on 
ABA 
com­ 
mittees to allow more persons 
to serve. He’s chastised mem 
bers of the ABA’s board of 
Governors for not 
fulfilling 
their duties.

URBAN A — Tiny hollow 
balls of solidified hydrogen 
made at the University of 
Illinois at Urbana-Champaign 
are a major step towards an 
unlimited source of energy for 
the world. 


Shaped like ping-pong balls, 
but no bigger than a grain of 
fine sand, they are produced at 
the rate of 100,000 a second in 
the Charged Particle Research 
Laboratory of the UIUC depart­ 
ment of eiectrical engineering. 


Production of the tiny balls is 
essential to provide fuel for fu­ 
sion reactors which one day 
may produce electricity by 
releasing 
the 
energy 
of 
hydrogen atoms in the focused 
crossfire of pwerful lasers — 
intense light beams. 


The UIUC research, spon­ 
sored 
by 
the 
U.S. 
Atomic 
Energy Commission, is under 
the direction of Charles D. Hen­ 
dricks Jr., professor of elec­ 
trical and of nuclear en­ 
gineering. Working with him is 
Christopher A. Foster, doctoral 
student. 


Fusion — putting atoms to­ 
gether to release energy — is a 
long-sought goal of nuclear 
science. At present 
it is 
achieved only in the hydrogen 
bomb. It is just the opposite of 
fission, applied in present 
nuclear reactors which split 
atoms to release energy. 


Fusion produces no radioac­ 
tive waste and has unlinited 
fuel in the earth’s water, which 
is two-thirds hydrogen. 


The tiny balls are made by 
squirting liquid hydrogen at a 
temperature of 430 degrees 
below zero, Fahrenheit, from a 
tube to which a 100,000 Hertz 
sound wave is applied. 
The high frequency sound 
breaks the liquid stream into 
tiny drops. Under proper pres­ 
sure and temperature condi­ 
tions, hydrogen evaporates in 
the center of each drop, pro­ 
ducing the hard-shelled balls. 
These fill an essential need of 
systems such as the giant laser-

with scientists at Livermore 
who are building a multi-beam 
laser three stories high, a half­ 
block long and to be 60 times 
more powerful than any now 
existing. 
The laser’s beams will be 
focused to a crossfire into 
which the tiny balls will drop.

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NFL settlemen t closer, p layers to rep o rt 


WASHINGTON (AP) -F r o m 
the sublime to the ridiculous. 
That's 
been 
the 
mood 
throughout the 42-day -old Na­ 
tional Football League strike— 
and that’s the mood now that it 
might be closer to a settlement 
than ev er before. 
The strike reached a water­ 
shed phase Sunday when the 
NFL Play ers Association’s sev ­ 
en-member 
ex ecutiv e 
com ­ 
mittee agreed to a suggestion 
by federal mediator W.J . Usery 
J r. that the v eterans report to 
training camp for 14 day s start­ 
ing Wednesday , a sort of “ cool­ 
ing-off” 
period 
while 
stale­ 
mated negotiations continue, 
starting Thursday . 
Thus, an ev en more critical 
stage may arise in two weeks, 
if a settlement isn’t reached by 
then. It could go one of two 
way s. 
Either the v eterans could 
walk out en m asse, once again 
threatening the season that is 


now barely a month away . 
Or the strike could be. for all 
intent and purposes, broken— 
and the union’s strength sev ere­ 
ly sapped—if a majority of the 
play ers, with two weeks of solid 
training under their belts, de­ 
cide to stay in camp. 
The decision to return to 
camp and play in the nex t two 
weeks of ex hibition games was 
by no means unanimous. Al­ 
though no tally was released, it 
appears the v ote was a slim 
one. perhaps passing by only a 
4-3 margin. 
WTien the ex ecutiv e com ­ 
mittee members left the Labor 
Department offices, scene of 
the prolonged talks, none of 
them was smiling. Some were 
obv iously bitter, muttering that 
the new turn of ev ents was a 
step toward ending not the 
strike but the union’s strength. 
Ed Garv ey wasn’t smiling ei­ 
ther. But the ex ecutiv e director 
of the NFLPA was pragmatic 


about the situation, ex plaining 
that while the owners hav e the 
resources to withstand a pro­ 
longed strike, the play ers sim ­ 
ply don’t. 
The idea of working—that is, 
reporting to training camp— 
during negotiations, then strik­ 
ing if no settlement is achiev ed, 
happens in industry regularly . 
And it was considered months 
ago when the play ers associ­ 
ation first met in Chicago. But 
the idea was v oted down then. 
And now that they ’re will­ 
ing—somewhat reluctantly —to 
report, at least one coach and 
one owner don’t want them. 
Some others seem to feel it’s 
just a gambit. And some play ­ 
ers believ e the strike’s death 
knell has been sounded. 
“ I’m not about to take a v et­ 
eran under those condtions,” 
Houston Coach 
Sid Gillman 
said. “ All it would do is disrupt 
our camp. To come in and then 
may be walk out two weeks lat­ 


er is the most ridiculous thing 
I’v e ev er heard of.” 
Bud Adams, owner of the Oil­ 
ers, agreed. “ We want play ers 
who will come to camp and 
stay ,” he said. “ If they all 
come in, we may be forced to 
cut some of our rookies and 
then they (the v eterans) might 
walk out again. We’d be back 
where we started, without any 
play ers.” 
Kansas 
City 
Coach 
Hank 
Stram said: “ Very honestly , I 
don’t like it ... Either y ou’re 
going to play football or y ou’re 
not going to play . The two-week 
grace period is not good 
If 
they don’t come back to play 
football, then they should stay 
out until they are ready to play 
football.” 
Lee 
Bouggess, 
a 
running 
back 
with 
the 
Philadelphia 
Eagles, thinks that if the play ­ 
ers report to camp they won’t 
leav e it again. 
“ It sounds kind of shaky ,” 


Bouggess said. “ If we go in, 
then at the end of the 14 day s, 
how many play ers are going to 
want to come out? Once we get 
in there and do some hitting 
and get the soreness out, we 
won’t be able to come back. 
It’s not good for y ou to leav e it 
once y ou’v e started to hit.” 
Ken Bowman, Green Bay ’s 
center and play er representa­ 
tiv e, echoed Bouggess’ fears. 
"Once football play ers get into 
cam p,” he said, “ they hav e a 
natural tendency to get in­ 
v olv ed with the season and 
thoughts of Super Bowls and 
such. If things don’t work out, 
they still might be reluctant to 
leav e again.” 
Other play ers, though, ex ­ 
pressed the v iew that they were 
returning in “ good faith” and 
that they hoped the decision 
would speed up the settlement. 
And some owners and coaches 
concurred. 
Baltimore running back Ly - 


dell Mitchell said the play ers 
are “ try ing to show our good 
faith to the owners by going to 
camp. We are hoping and will 
wait to see if the owners show 
some integrity and bargain in 
good faith. 
“ We think they will welcome 
us back. There’s not much ani­ 
mosity . After all, we’v e been 
wanting to come back to camp, 
too,” Mitchell added. “ As far 
as leav ing at the end of the 14 
day s, we hope that won’t be 
necessary .” 
“ Ev ery one is welcome to 
come back to cam p,” said 
Wellington Mara, owner of the 
New York Giants and the head 
of the NFL Management Coun­ 
cil. 
the owners’ 
bargaining 
arm. “ They are professional 
athletes and I think they ’ll 
come in and do their v ery 
best.” 
As for the owners’ side of 
things, Mara said: “ We are go­ 
ing to continue to negotiate as 


hard as we can for an equitable 
contract for both sides ... I 
really don’t know what to say 
about Gillman. I’ll hav e to look 
into it.” 
Mara also praised Usery , 
who has been inv olv ed in the 
negotiations for the past two 
weeks. 
He has met with both sides 
jointly , separately and on a 
one-on-one basis in an effort to 
resolv e the negotiations which 
began March 16 when the play ­ 
ers presented their demands. 
The powers of NFL Commis­ 
sioner Pete Rozelle remain the 
primary issue in the dispute. 
One of the demands of the play ­ 
ers has been the limitation on 
Rozelle’s authority to discipline 
play ers 
and 
decide 
com ­ 
pensation when a man play s 
out his option and goes to an­ 
other team. 
A settlement in the strike ap­ 
peared v ery close just a few 
day s ago.

It was hot and humid and 
there was no icy drink waiting 
for the new American profes­ 
sional champion. 
“ I will buy ,” Trev ino said. 
“ Can any body cash a check.” 
He reached in his dark trou­ 
sers and pulled out the first 
prize check for $45,000. 
Ev ery body laughed. 
Almost ev ery body laughs at 
Lee Trev ino. He is loose and 
uninhibited. He is quick with 
the quip. He has a rich home- 
spun philosophy . He is to golf 
Yogi Ben 
what Yogi Berra and Dizzy 
Dean hav e been to baseball and 
Muhammad Ali—without Ali’s 
occasional v enom and militan­ 
cy —to box ing 
He has enriched the game 
with both his skill and his 
Trev inoisms: 
“ If y ou keep y our mouth shut 
too long, y ou get bad breath.” 
“ I missed three fairway s— 
the first and 15th.” 
“ Now that I got all this mon­ 
ey , may be I’ll buy the Alamo 
and giv e it back to the Mex i­ 
cans.” 
"I come from such a poor 
family , my sister was made in 
J apan.” 
Since Trev ino joined the tour 
in 19 67 . he has established him-

COOPERSTOWN, N Y. (AP) - The sport’s 
highest honor and one more standing ov ation 
awaited today , as six men who contributed 
their chapters to baseball’s history books en­ 
tered the Hall of Fame. 
New York Yankee greats Mickey Mantle 
and Whitey Ford, former umpire J ocko Conlan, 
Negro Leagues star “ Cool Papa” Bell and two 
other stars from earlier eras were to be en­ 
shrined in colorful ceremonies outside base­ 
ball’s historic museum 
The other inductees, “ Sonny J im ” Bot- 
tomley and Sam Thompson, were honored post­ 
humously . Family representativ es accepted 
plaques bearing their likenesses and records as 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn presided and a 
crowd approaching 10.000 looked on 
This quiet v illage, the acknowledged home 
of the national pastime, came aliv e with ac 
tiv ity in the moments before the festiv ities 
Other liv ing members of the Hall, countless 
baseball dignitaries and fans y oung and old ar 
riv ed to pay homage. 
But there w as no sign of nerv ousness among 
the inductees as their greatest moment ap­ 
proached Mantle spent Sunday on a golf course 
that bordered majestic Lake Otsego. Bell re­ 
lax ed at the headquarter hotel, chatting and 
signing autographs 
Conlan reminisced with 
old friends 
“ I recall that in 19 48 and ’51 I umpired here 
in Hall of Fame gam es,” said the v eteran of 24 
National League seasons, six All-Star games 
and six World Series 
"Nev er did I think I'd be honored this way . 
He stifled a sob and added “ I’m a softy TTie 
Lord has been good to me. and I’m thankful.” 


So, too, was Mantle, who put the honor on a 
lev el with the feeling he had when his Yankee 
No. 7 was retired in 19 69 
The switch-hitting outfielder powered 536 
home runs and drov e in 1,509 during 18 pain- 
racked y ears, battling continuous leg ailments 
and illnesses. He won the American League’s 
Most Valuable Play er Award in 19 56, 19 57 and 
19 62. 
The 19 56 season was his finest, as 52 home 
runs, 130 runs batted in and a .353 batting av ­ 
erage brought him the AL Triple Crown 
Ford, a sly left-hander, compiled a 236-105 
record for a .69 0 winning percentage-tops 
among major league pitchers with 200 of more 
decisions. A 254 season in 1961 brought him the 
( y Young award. His 322-3 consecutiv e score­ 
less World Series innings remain unmatched. 
Bell s statistics would hav e been impressiv e 
as well had any one been there to record the fi­ 
gures during the hey day of the Negro League.

LAWRENCE E. LAMB 
DEAR DR LAMB - I was 
bom with a short leg My left 
leg is sev eral inches shorter 
than my right. I’m 20 now and 
abou t fiv e feet tall, weighing 
105 pou nds. Also, 1 hav e no toes 
on my left foot. The foot ends 
abou t where toes shou ld be. 
I 
started 
walking 
with 
cru tches at age 2, and when I 
was 7 was fitted with my first 
elev ated shoe. While I was 
growing the shoe was elev ated 
regu larly . By the time I was 18 
my left shoe was bu ilt u p abou t 
10 inches. It was v ery clu msy . 
Abou t a y ear ago my mother 
fou nd a great orthopedic shoe 
sp ecialist. He made a special 
shoe for me and may I say , 
Doctor. I was ju st abou t ready 
to cry when he pu t the shoe on 
my toeless foot. My right shoe 
was a black p atent ox ford, 
laced ty p e with a half-inch heel. 
My new left shoe was also all- 
black p atent. It had an ankle 
strap and laced onto my foot 
with 12 ey elets. The heel was a 
fu ll 10 inches and made of 
alu minu m. The p latform was 
solid cork. My foot fitted into a 
lot of cotton padding. 1 was 
su rp rised how well I cou ld walk 
with it. 
Doctor, I am really happy 
with my u nu su al shoe I almost 
alway s wear slacks so my shoe 
is not noticeable. My boy friend 
has tau ght me to dance, and I 
ev en go on long hikes with him. 
Now, the real q u estion I mu st 
ask y ou . Three months ago my 
girl friend, who is the same age 
as I am, was in a v ery bad 
au tomobile accident.

y ou need the benefit of an ex ­ 
p ert ev alu ation of the p roblem 
by a sp ecialist in orthop edic 
su rgery .

If 
y ou were my p atient I wou ld 
want a consu ltation with a 
sp ecialist before try ing to help 
y ou make y ou r decision. It is 
imp ortant to hav e good su p p ort 
for y ou r shortened leg or p rop er 
rep lacement if that seems in 
order. It makes a lot of dif­ 
ference to y ou r sp ine. If one leg 
is shorter than the other it p u ts 
a strain on all the mu scles u p 
the sp ine as y ou r body tries to 
balance the ineq u ality . So, I do 
fav or being su re that y ou hav e 
taken the right measu res now 
and not 
delay ed 
too 
long. 
Whether it is a bu iltu p shoe or 
an artificial limb, it is im­ 
p ortant to hav e the right 
balance — that means the right 
length.
